CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT'S VISIT TO WASHINGTON BETWEEN 
BRZEZINSKI AND MANFRED SCHUELER. STATE SECRETARY IN THE 
CHANCELLERY. SCHUELER IS REPORTED TO HAVE RAISED THE 
SHADRIN MATTER BECAUSE THE FRG HAD HEARD THAT 
COPAKEN, IN A MEETING WITH EAST GERMAN WOLFGANG VOGEL 
(ARRANGED BY THE FRG) HAD SUGGESTED THAT SHADRIN BE 
BARTERED FOR THE GUILLAUMES. SCHUELER, ACCORDING TO 
THE ARTICLE. WISHED TO MAKE IT CLEAR TO THE USG THAT

IN ORDER TO SWAP A SPY OF THEIR OWN IN A DEAL WITH THE

GUILLAUME. 

US PRESIDENT JIMMY CARTER HAD JUST FINISHED HIS FINAL 
TALK WITH FEDERAL CHANCELLOR HELMUT SCHMIDT AND THE 
DELEGATIONS HAD JUST LEFT THE "CABINET ROOM" IN THE 
WHITE HOUSE WHEN TWO GENTLEMEN SLIPPED OUT 
INCONSPICIOUSLY INTO ONE OF THE ADJACENT ROOMS: 

ZBIGNIEW BRZEZINSKI. SECURITY ADVISOR TO THE AMERICAN 
PRESIDENT, AND MANFRED SCHUELER, STATE SECRETARY IN 
THE BONN FEDERAL CHANCELLERY AND ALSO SUPERVISOR OF ALL 
GERMAN INTELLIGENCE SERVICES. 

THE TWO TOP OFFICERS WANTED AT THE CLOSE OF THE 
WASHINGTON VISIT OF THE FEDERAL CHANCELLOR ON FRIDAY OF 
THE WEEK BEFORE LAST TO CLEAR UP A MYSTERIOUS SPY AFFAIR 
WHICH HAS KEPT BUSY SECRET SERVICE MEN AND POLITICIANS 
ALIKE OF BOTH COUNTRIES FOR MONTHS. 

THE AMERICANS HAVE BEEN TRYING FOR QUITE A WHILE TO 
GET BACK A CIA EMPLOYEE BY THE NAME OF NICHOLAS SHADRIN 
FROMTHE SOVIET UNION. THIS MAN, WHO IN 1959 AS NIKOLAI 
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FEDOROWITSCH ARTAMONOW, CAPTAIN OF THE SOVIET NAVY, HAD 
DESERTED TO THE USA TOGETHER WITH A BUNDLE OF TOP SECRET 
MILITARY PAPERS, HAS BEEN MISSING SINCE DECEMBER 20,

WHAT HAD CAUSED THE GERMAN STATE SECRETARY TO APPROACH 
CARTER'S BRZEZINSKI WITH REGARD TO THE CASE OF SHADRIN 
WAS THE CONCERN THAT THE SOVIET-AMERICAN AGENT AFFAIR 
MIGHT EASILY STIR DOMESTIC POLICY EDDIES IN BONN. FOR. 

AS SCHULLER TOLD HIS AMERICAN LISTENER. THE GERMAN 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT HAD GOT WORD FROM THE GDR THAT THE 
US ADMINISTRATION HAD, THROUGH THE WASHINGTON LAWYER 
RICHARD COPAKEN, ALREADY AGREED IN EAST BERLIN TO A PRICE 
FOR SHADRIN. 

AS THE RUMOR GOES, BONN IS READY TO TURN OVER TO THE GDR 
SPY-COUPLE CHRISTEL AND GUENTER GUILLAUME, CAUGHT IN 1974 
AND SENTENCED IN 1975 TO 13 AND 8 YEARS IMPRISONMENT, 
RESPECTIVELY, FOR ESPIONAGE IN THE CHANCELLERY OF WILLY 
BRANDT. 

THE BACKGROUND TO THIS DUBIOUS FOUR-CORNERED DEAL 
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MOSCOW-WASHINGTON-BONN-EAST BERLIN HAD. JUST RIGHT FOR 
HELMUT SCHMIDT S VISIT TO THE US, BEEN SUPPLIED BY SOME 
AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS AND BY TELEVISION. BLANKA SHADRIN 
HAD SPOKEN HER MIND, ACCUSING US PRESIDENT CARTER OF 
REFUSING ASSISTANCE TO A US CITIZEN. 

ENCOURAGED BY A FEW COMFORTING LINES FROM WHITE HOUSE 
ADVISOR BRZEZINSKI ("I FULLY SYMPATHIZE WITH YOUR 
FRUSTRATION AND ANXIETY"), BLANKA SHADRIN PUBLICLY 
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DEMANDED FROM CARTER THAT HE TALK HIS GERMAN GUEST INTO 
LETTING THE TWO GUILLAUMES GO TO THE EAST. 

IT WAS NOT THE FIRST TIME THAT BONN HAD BEEN CONFRONTED 
WITH THE SHADRIN CASE. DURING THE LAST DAYS OF THE 
FORD ADMINISTRATION AN AMERICAN OFFICIAL APPEARED AT 
THE BONN CHANCELLERY ASKING FOR HELP. FORD WOULD LIKE 
TO CLOSE THE SHADRIN CASE QUICKLY AS MRS. BLANKA SHADRIN 
WAS THREATENING A PUBLIC SCANDAL. 

THE AMERICAN WAS ASKING FOR BONN'S GOOD OFFICES IN HIS 
EFFORTS TO CONTACT THE MOST INFLUENTIAL "PERSON 
BROKER" BETWEEN EAST AND WEST, THE EAST BERLIN LAWYER 
WOLFGANG VOGEL. THIS LAWYER, WHO HAS MANAGED THE 
GERMAN-GERMAN BUY-OFFS OF PRISONERS SINCE 1964. HAD ALSO 
MANAGED ONE OF THEMOST SPECTACULAR SPY-EXCHANGE ACTIONS 
OF THE WHOLE POST-WAR ERA: IN 1962 HE ARRANGED THE 
RUSSIAN-AMERICAN SWAP OF U-2 PILOT GARY POWERS FOR 
SOVIET SPY RUDOLF ABEL. 

THE BONN CHANCELLERY HELPED THE AMERICAN AS DESIRED: 

US LAWYER COPAKEN MET WOLFGANG VOGEL. IN THE WORDS OF 
STATE SECRETARY SCHUELER: "THUS, THE PROCESS WAS 
COMPLETED FOR US." 
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NO SO FOR THE AMERICANS. FOR COPAKEN PRESENTED TO 
VOGEL - AS SCHUELER COULD DERIVE FROM AMERICAN PRESS 
OF THE WEEK BEFORE LAST - TOGETHER WITH A POWER OF 
ATTORNEY FROM THE WHITE HOUSE A VOLUMINOUS CIA 
CATALOGUE OF NAMES OF EASTERN SPIES IN WESTERN 
JAILS - ALL PERSONS TO BE OFFERED IN EXCHANGE FOR 
SHADRIN. VOGEL DID NOT HESITATE TO ACCEPT THE NUMBER 
ONE ON THE LIST: THE GUILLAUMES. 

FOR THE GDR WOULD LIKE THE FORMER BRANDT- AIDE AND HIS 
WIFE BACK - THE SOONER THE BETTER. WITH GREAT 
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PERSISTENCE EAST BERLIN'S AMBASSADOR TO BONN, 

MICHAEL KOHL, HAS ALREADY BEEN TRYING FOR A LONG TIME, 
ALSO THROUGH OPPOSITION CHANNELS, TO MAKE THE DEAL WITH 
THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT - IN VAIN, SO FAR. 

THE SOCIAL-LIBERALS ARE EXCESSIVELY CONCERNED THAT 
GUILLAUME S RELEASE FROM THE PRISON AT RHEINBACH NEAR 
BONN COULD BE DISAPPROVED BY THEIR CONSTITUENTS. "YOU 
CERTAINLY SHOULD KNOW THAT THIS WON’T WORK," SAID 
SCHUELER AT THE WHITE HOUSE TO HIS COUNTERPART 
BRZEZINSKI. "IT WOULD CAUSE A DOMESTIC POLITICAL 
OUTCRY." 

THE CARTER INTIMATE MADE THE OBLIGATORY DENIAL: THE US 
ADMINISTRATION HAS NOT AUTHORIZED COPAKEN TO OFFER THE 
TWO GUILLAUMES IN EAST BERLIN. THIS WAS, HE COUNTERED, 
NOTHING BUT AN AFFAIR BETWEEN TWO LAWYERS. 
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SCHUELER REMAINED SKEPTICAL. AND TO PREVENT THAT THERE 
MIGHT RISE ANY DOUBTS IN WASHINGTON, HE TOLD THE 
AMERICAN AT THE END UNMISTAKABLY: "GUILLAUME IS NOT 
AVAILABLE. HE IS NO BARTER OBJECT FOR US."
